Users of motor vehicles will pay n 
lax of two cents on every gallon of 
gasoline or other motor fuel they con* 
*ume when the Senate has pasted the 
Ashcraft bill which was passed by 
the House by a vote of seventy-nine 
to fourteen Wednesday. The money 
will be pro-rated equally among the 
sixty-seven counties and will be used 
in the construction and maintenance 


the state and feiieral guyernmenU. 
Before passing the bill the House 
struck from it a provision whereby 
the state highway department would 
have received fifty per cent of the 
tax and the counties fifty per cent. 
In adopting this 
amendment 
the 
Houfc disregarded the views of the 
administration which urged that the 
state highway department be given 
< no-half of the funds for the main­ 
tenance of the system of state and 
federal aid roads.
